Chief Executive Declares This State

Gov. Dockery told the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
Gay morning that work on Missouri's ex- 
hibit or building at the World’s Fair would 
not be inaugurated until the time for hold- 
ing the exposition was definitely fixed. 

“The state exposition commission,’’ he 
said, “held a meéting last November, but 
mone since that time. I stopped the meet- 
ing, because I consider it useless to pay 
salaries of commissioners when they have 
mothing to. do. It seems to be generally 
undérstood that the World's Fair will be 
put off a year. That is, I judge this from 
the Washington, reports. 

“Now, if we were to start work on our 
exhibit we would have to expend a great 
Geal of money, and continue spending it 
until the fair is held. 

‘The chairman of the commission fs pald 
$10 every time the commission meets for the 
transaction of business and the other mem- 
bers $% a day and expenses. For this 
reason I do not think it right to hold any 
meetings at this time, considering the pre- 
vailing sentiment for postponement of the 
Fair.”’ 

“Then Missouri has practically done noth- 
ing in preparing her exhibit?’’ 

“No, we have not,”’ said the governor em- 
phatically, “but I will make this assertion: 
if the Fair is to be held in 13, iMssouri 
will be ready. If in 1904, we will be ready 
then. In other words, while we are holding 
back, there need be no fear that Missouri 
and her great resources will not be ade- 
quately represented at the Fair, no matter 
what date may be fixed.”’ 

Missouri appropriated $1,000,000 for 
World's Fair.

THE WAR GOES RIGHT ON PEND- 
ING CONFERENCE. 


Two Seats for the Boers in the Execu- 
tive Counci] Is Greatest Oon- 
céssion That Has So Far 

yp Been Made. 
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THE PRICE BRITAIN PAYS. 


According to the figures of ‘the British 
chancellor of the exchequer the South Af- 
rican war has already cost $825,170,000; the 
coming year will add $225,000,000, besides 
$92,000,000 for gratuities to the soldiers and 
for bringing them home—if they can be 
brought home #0 soon. Englishmen estimate 
the indirect cost at $150,000,000, and the 
Boer peace proposala may call for another 
$50,000,000 for restocking farms, etc. Al- 
together there will be a total of not less 
than $1,840,000, 000. 

The two conquered republics are a trifle 
larger than California; they contain 107,- 
817,600 acres of parched veldt and rock 
kopje. Britain is paying over $12 an acre 
for ‘‘eminent domain’’ in this barren land—- 
besides the price in blood that ‘‘staggers hu- 
manity’’—and the cost will rise to $20 before 
’ the end. 
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LONDON, April 18.—The government 
leader, A. J. Balfour. in the House of'Com- 
mons today made the following important 
statement: “After two conferences between 
Lord Milner, the British high commissioner 
of South Africa, and Lord Kitchener and 
the Boer delegates at Pretoria, Lord Kitch- 
ener, while refusing to grant an armistice, 
on military grounds, has agreed to give 
facilities for the election and meeting of 
representatives of the various Boer com- 
mands to consider the.position. The Boer 
leaders have, therefore, left Pretoria to 
carry out this plan.”’ 
Mr. Balfour added fhat it was not ex- 
pected that. communication between the 
British and the Boer leaders could be re- 
sumed in less than three weeks’ time. 
Mr. Balfour's statement made a gener- 
ally favorable impression. It was, argued. 
among the members that the action of the 
Boer leaders demonstrates that, at any 
rate, a majority. of. the delegates favor 
the -acceptance of the suggested British 
peace #¢rms. The submission of the ques- 
tion to a plebiscite of the burghers is ac- 
cording to Boer law, which requires the 
leaders of armed forces in the field to 


take the opinion of their followers before 
concluding peace. 


THE BASIS OF PEACE. 


LONDON, April 18.—It is assumed here 
from latest Pretoria reports that a basis 
for peace has been substantlally agreed 
upon between the Boers and the British. 
There is a rumor that the Orange Free 
State men are still standing out, and that 
negotiations are proceeding with Botha and 
Schalk-Burgher of the Transvaal. 


Such a condition is not probable. It 
seems certain that the representatives of 
the two States will act together, although 
they may not be in full harmony. 

The first negotiations began on onday 
with Lord Milner at. Pretoria. The first 
step of the Boers was to make an urgent 
appeal for an armistice—this- being the sec- 
ond appeai of the kind—the armistice to 
last during the progress of the negotiations. 

The cabinet on Tuesday met this demand 
with a point-blank refusal. Such was the 
uncertainty prevailing in official circles as 
to how the Boer delegates would: take it 
that there was a distinct feeling of pes- 
simism. The Boer delegates, however, ac- 
cented the refusal. 

The Poers obtained in sufficient concise 
form from Lord Milner the British pro- 
posals, but they proved very stubborn, 
particularly on the question of enitesty. 
the banishment proclamation, the early 
restoration of a@ responsible government 
and their representation onthe executive 
council. 

The Boer delegates met again on Thurs- 
Gay at Pretoria, when th ecision of the 
cabinet was laid before them, practically 
placing them in the position of agreeing to 
peace on the British terms or rejecting 
them and terminating the conference.

Last month 
Dr. M. Goldman and Dr. P. C. Palmer op- 
erated on Tobin. It was then decided that 
he was in a critical condition and that 
he could not possibly live more than two 
or three days. 

But Tobin was better one day and worse 
the next. arousing hope and despair alter- 
nately in the hearts of the watchers.

McVoy has been held under bond on a 
charge of mayhem. Tobin made an ante- 
mortem statement and it may be that the 
charge against McVoy will be changéd to 
that of manslaughter.

ON BRITISH MULE CAMPS. 


DECLARES TRAFFIC VIOLATES 
NATIONAL AGREEMENT. 


Cites the Proclamation of Queen Vic- 
toria at the Outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War. 


CHICAGO, April 18.—Feter Van Vlissin- 
gen, who has been one of the most active 
friends of the Boers in Chicago, today seft 
to President Roosevelt an open letter ad- 
vancing an argument against the British 
mule traffic in the United States. He de- 
clares that the traffic is in violation of the 
treaty of Washington. 

“Article 6 of tnat treaty,” the letter reads, 
“Jays down three rules by which the arbi- 
trators are to be governed. The second rule 
declares ‘a neutral government is bound 
not to permit or suffer either belligerent to 
make use of its ports or waters as the basis 
of naval operations against the other, or for 
the purpose of renewal or augmentation of 
military supplies or arms or the recfuit- 
ment of men.’” | 

Further along, the letter says: ‘‘Great 
Britain made no scruple of asserting the 
terms of the treaty of pho es against 
this country upon the first and only occa- 
sion when our government was at war with 
a foreign state April 26, 1898, the day after 
war was deciared between the United 
States and Spain, Queen Victoria issued a 
proclamation of neutrality, insisting upon 
observance of the treaty.

SHLT AT $3 POUND 


HIGH PRICES REIGN IN THUNDER 
MOUNTAIN REGION” 


NEARLY 1000 MINERS THERE 


Trail Is Broken Into Region and Pack 
Trains Can Go There Without 
Great Danger. 


Special to the Post -Diepatch. 

STITES, Idaho, April 18.—Flour, sugar 
and salt are selling at $3 per pound in 
Thunder Méuntain. There are now be- 
tween 800 and 1000 men in the camp and the 
scarcity of food has inspired petty acts of 
thieving until a vigilance committee is 
probable. Men are going in every day by 
different trails, though the trip is still one 
of hardship and exposure. Deer and beef 
are plentiful and retail at 18 cents per 
pound. 


The first pack train to reach the cam 
since last fall has got in and others will 
soon follow. 

The foregoing statement is given out by 
Sam Irving. an old-time mining man of 
central Idaho, and at one time owner of 
the Badger mine, between Buffalo Hump 
and Dixie. He has arrived in Stites direct 
from e gold fields. He went into the 
camp Feb. 1 and has been there ever since. 
He will return at once w th a pack train or 
horses, taking in supplies. 

From Mr. Irving comes the first au- 
thentic news that a pqex train has reached 
the camp via the Elk "City-Dixie route. He 
says the Shissler pack train got in and 
has come out again, the trail now being 
broken to horse travel without snowshoes. 
This fact will be hailed with delight by 
parties all along the line who have waited 
anxiously to hear how the Shissler party 
was getting on. The Shisslers had seven 
horses. attended by seven hardened moun- 
taineers. who undertook to break the trail 
from Salmon river to the mountain. 

The horses were shod with snowshoes, 
and each horse pulled rawhides or tobog- 
gans containing about 350 pounds of sup- 
piles. he men cut the brnsh and re- 
moved windfalls, bridged sfnall streams 
and opened a trail which can now be fol- 
iowed by animals or men without snow- 
shoes. This condition will prevail unless 
a heavy snowfall comes akain, in which 
event it will be necessary to rebreak the 
trail, though the work will not be difficult. 

Mr. Irving’ says: 

“The rawhide method is the best to take 
supplies into the camp. Horses can pul! 
from 300 to 400 pounds in a hide and they 
are easier to manage than toboggans after 
cme leaves the Salmon river crossing at 
Campbell's, twelve miles below Dixie. Up 
to the crossing supplies are packed on the 
horses’s backs. 

“On the day I left Campbell's crossing 
the cable for the ferry was being stretch- 
ed and the ferry is probably in operation 
by this time. This will obviate the neces- 
sity of swimming horses through the icy 
stream. From this point on to Big cree 
the trip can be made by horses, pulling 
rawhides, in four days. It is one day’s 
trip from Big creek into Trunder Moun- 
tain proper. At Big creek flowers are in 
bloom and horses have been fed there all 
winter. 

“At Caswell’s ranch on Big creek pota- 
toes and onions can be bought for 4 cents 
oy pound, but only twenty-five pounds will 

e sold to one party. Fresh beef can be 
beught here for 18 cents per pound and 
there is plenty of deer meat in Thunder 
Mountain at the same price. 

“Flour, sugar 
articles in the camp. They retail at $3 
per pound, with very little for sale. 

‘Cabins at Copper camp and other stop- 
ping places are free to all comers. t 
the Dewey mill Superintendent Babbit 
grants free use of the shop to mfners for 
re eg tools. There are from 9800 to 
1000 men in the camp now and men are 
coming in at the rate of fifty per day from 
all directions.

DAUGHTERS OF REVOULTION 
PLAN TO PRESERVE IT. 


OWNER WOULD DONATE IT 


All They Need Is Fund to Care for 
First White Settlement in 
Tllinois. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

METROPOLIS, Ill., April 18.—Daughters 
of the American Revolution have started 
a movement to acquire possession of the 
site of Fort Massac, the Iccation of the old- 
est white settlement in Illinois. The prop- 
erty, which is on the Ohio river in Massac 


County, is onned by Judge Green of Calro, 
and he has offered to give it to the associa- 
tion provided it is able to secure the neces- 


sary state cr national aid in permanently 
caring for the historic place. It is propesd 
to lay out a park ard otherwise mark it as 
a great strategic point in the history of 
country. 

A few years ago A. N. Starks, then a citl- 
zen of Metropolis, on the outskirts of which 
the property is located, but now connected 
with Bernhart Bros..& Spindler of Chica- 
g0, secured a place on the staff of the li- 
brarian of Congress in Washington. While 
there he profited BY his opportunity to look 
up the history of the old fort. For weeks 
and months he searched the records for 
historical lore concerning the institution 
of the garrison, and of his efforts he says: 

“History asserts that the fort existed as 
early as 1710. The Rev. J. M. Peck, in the 
American Pioneer, dates it back to 1792. 
Shea’s History of American Catholic Mls- 
sions’ says Father Mermet was at a French 
post on the Ohio founded by Juchereau tn 
1710. letter to Father ormon, dated 
‘Cascaskias, an Illino's village,’ Nov. 9, 
1712, tells of a fort that could be no other 
than Fort Mermet. The letter was written 
by Father Mermet, and according to notes 
published in ‘Kipp’s Jesuit Missions’ would 
_— Mermet at Fort Massac in or about 
he years 1700 to 1708. Marest says the fort 
was established before Mermet was sent 
there. having been founded by Juchereau 
an officer of the French-Canadian army and 
a resident of Louisiana during the years 
1698 to 1713. 


The Post Was 
Abandoned in 1750. 

“In 1750 the post had been abandoned and 
no note of it was taken by writers of that 
day. Vivier in 1750 said there should be a 
good fort on the Ouabache (Ohio) river, the 
only path by which the English could reach 


the Mississippi. 
of Louisiana, spenks of the need. of a fort 
at the place where Fort Massac stood. A 
fragment of the French army, other his 
torians say, retreating from Fort DuQuesne 
at Pittsburg in 1758 rebuilt the fort. 
“‘Merquette and Hennepin’s map, drawn 
in 1687, which accompanies Breeze’s ‘Early 
History of Illinois,’ locates an ancient fort 
by means of a cross mark extending from 
a point on the Ohio, where Fort Massac 
Stood, to a polnt on the Mississippi due 
west. The map of DelLisle,. published in 
1718, places the ancient fort about where 
Massac stood. Ali the old maps examined 
agrees in this particular. 

“There are two stories how the old fort 
got its name. According to one Indians 
disguised in bearsking decoyed the troops 
across the rivemand massacred them and 
because of this dlleged fact the name has 
been corrupted from massacre. Theodore 
Roosevelt in his ‘Winning thé West’ says 
the name was bestowed after the French 
had built the fort and that it was so named 
in poner of the engineer who directed the 
work. 


French Method 
of Treating Indians. 


“The fort was built when England was 
colonizing the Atlantic coast and France 
was establishing a new empire along the 
St. Lawrence, the great !akes and in the 
Mississippi valley. Each had Indian allies, 
the English the [roquois and the French 
the Algonquins. The French chose to pave 
the way by sending zealous Jesuit mission- 
aries to win the Indians to Christianity. 
The trader gave him a fair value for his 
furs and the soldiers shared his hardships 
and repelled his enemies. Wherever a vii- 
lage of Indians was found the French es- 
tablished a fort and a mission. The posts 
were either trading stations or bullt to pro- 
tect the traders and the Indians. Such a 
post, doubtless, was Fort Massac. 

‘‘Massac figures in Clark's conquest of 
Illinois in 1778, when Fort Massac and Kas- 
kaskie were captured by 163 men with- 
sut loss. 

“History relates hundreds of instances 
in the American settlement of Illinols in 
which the fort fegured up to 17%, when 
Washington in an order dated March 81, 
directed that the fort be rebuilt. The ne 
cessity of retullding was brought about by

DEMAND EXCEEDS SUPPLY. 


AGENTS SAY ANOTHER ADVANCE 
IS EXPECTED. 


Stricter Building Loans and Greater 
Demand for Houses by Purchas- 
ers Make Rental Property 
Scarce in City. 


O, the butcher may le « trifle provoking, 
When he raises chuck steak four cents on the 
pound, 
But for serious talk, apart from all joking, 
Just wait till the real estate man comes around, 
With: ‘Madam, I']l have to increase your rent 
At the moderate ratio of ten per cent."’ 


A raise of 10 per cent in rents will go into 
effect May 1, and in the two weeks follow- 
ing that date, and real estate agents have 
for two weeks past been busy in sending 
out the required 30 days’ notices. 

The increase will affect nearly: all resi- 
dence property on which a raise has not 
been made since Jan. 1. For most houses 
it is the second raise within a year. For 
some it is the third. 

On houses now renting for $0 and $50 a 
month the increase will be $4 and $5. The 
rent of $25 flats will be raised to $27.50, and 
that of cheaper flats in the same propor- 
tion. 

Some tenants have been informed not | 
only of the raise due May 1, but of an- 
other prospective boosting of rates, to come 
two months later. 

Real estate men say no concerted mid- 
summer increase of rents is planned, but all 
agree that the spring raise is so general 
that few tenants can escape it. They say 
a natural increase in the demand for 
houses, together with a scarcity of new 
building, has made it necessary to add to 
rents. 

Robert Rutledge, one of the new directors 
of the Real Estate Exchange, says changes 
in the building laws have caused a decrease 
in building and that the addition to rentals 
is a natural and inevitable result. 


New Building Laws 


Increase Cost of Construction. 
“Formerly,’’ said Mr. Rutledge, ‘‘a 9-inch 
wall was sufficient in a house built to be 
rented. Now a 13-inch wall is required. 
The ceilings of cellars must be plastered, 
which was not formerly required. AH ‘these 
changes have been made-for better houses, 
but they have increased the cost of build- 
ing so that the building of houses to rent 
at the old rates is not a good investment 
of money. Therefore the erection of houses 
for rent has very largely ceased. . 

“The raise which is being made this 
spring will stimulate building and will be 
a good thing for the city. Even with the 
addition of 10 per cent rents will be cheaper 
than five or six years ago.’’ 

William A. Giraldin, president of the ex- 
change, would not discuss the matter fur- 
ther than to assent to the fact of a general 
increase On and about May l. 


Raise in Rents 

Not Due to Fair. 

“The World's Fair has not yet affected 
the real estate market,” said James P. 
Blake, a director of the exchange. “‘The in- 
crease of rents this spring ‘thas little or 
nothing to do with the Fair and would 
have come anyway. 

‘In the district bounded by Page boule- 
vard, Forest Park, Union andgKing's high- 
way boulevards, where the greatest building 
activity in view of the Fair should be ex- 
pected, you will find few houses, if any, be- 
ing built for rent. All the houses which are 
going up in that district are for sale. 
“There is a ready market for the sale of 
houses, so that none of them are likely to 
be added to the list of rentable houses. No 
— to speak of are going up in that dis- 

ct.

“It is-much the same in other parts of 
the city. If building had been more brisk 
a raise of rents would not have been pos- 
sible, but as it is, real estate agents have 
a hard time persuading landlords not to 
demand increases of 20 and 30 per cent.”’ 

A. R. Schollmeyer anticipates an increase 
in midsummer or early fali, following that 
of May 1. 

“Tenants, almost without exception,” said 
Mr. Schollmeyer, “are informing us that 
they will pay the increased rent rather than 
move. I have told some of them that an- 
other raise is likely to come in July or 
August. 

“Rents on most houses went up once be- 
fore about 10 per cent, so the increase for 
a year, without the possible one in midsum- 
mer, will amount to about 20 per cent. The 
real estaie agents are not responsible for 
this. It is the result of natural conditions, 
principally of lack of buildings."’ 


Fewer Vacant Houses 
Than a Year Ago. 

The St. Louis Real’ Estate Bulletin pub- 
lished in its last issue a table designed to 
show that the number of vacant houses in 
the city was smaller on April 1, 1902, °than

Incidentally he offered an excuse for the failure of 
the St. Louis Transit Co. to give St. Louis a good service. In 
addition, the courcilman asserts that the responsibility for the 
quality of the street railway service rests with the public and not 
with the mayor, municipal assembly or police. 

It has been about five months since the mayor urged the Mu- 
nicilpal Assembly to revise the existing street railway ordinances 
und adopt a code which would be clear, practical and enforce- 
able. When Capt. Hodges says that five months is not sufficient 
time in which to examine the existing ordingnces, simplify and 
harmonize them, we can only answer in Frenchified English, 
‘it is to laugh.”’ 

The laws are all in the book of revised ordinances. An efficient 
stenographer could copy them in two or three days and an active 
committee could revise them in a few weeks. 

But Capt. Hodges tells us he is convinced that the St. Louts 
Transit Co. cannot now improve its service on account of lack 
of power, but will do so as soon as its new power house is com- 
pleted. He cites President Carleton’s promise that the service 
will be improved as the basis of his expectation. 

Finally, to overwhelm the foolish people who have been expect- 
ing protection against street railway oppression from the munict- 
pal government, the captain says that the general assumption 
thai the remedy for all evil lies with the Municipal Assembly 
is unwarranted. He insists that ‘‘the existing ordinances spe- 
cifically define the duties and obligations of the companies to the 
public,’’ and that the public must enforce them if it wants re- 
lief. The pubilec must not lovk to the Municipal Assembly, the 
mayor or the police for relief from the law-breaking oppression 
of the street railway companies. The public must enforce the 
laws we have. 4 

If the public ever looked to the municipal government for re- 
lief, that hope was shattered by long inaction and is now dis- 
pelled by Capt. Hodges, who substitutes explanation for action, 
street railway excuses for efficient regulations and the promise 
of a street railway president for the performance of duty. It 
was hardly necessary to supplement this proof of the hopeless- 
ness of official action with a smash in the face. 

Capt. Hodges is an honorable man, whose official conduct has 
becn above suspicion of unworthy influences, but this fact only 
increases the public wonderment over his attitude and that of 
other honorable men in the Council with reference to street rail- 
way legislation. People cannot help wondering why instead of 
acting upon the mayor’s suggestion to pass good laws Capt. 
Hodges should seek explanations for inaction and offer excuses 
for the failure of the street railways to give a decent service 
Why docs he assume an attitude so unbecoming in a public 
official? . 

But the explanation of Capt. Hodges clears up the situation. 
lt has taught us that it is folly to‘expect new legislation regulat- 
ing the street railway service until the street railways consent 
to its adoption, and to look to the City Hall for the explanation 
and defense of street railway dereliction. 

Finding excuses for bad street railway service seems to be the 
only function left to the municipal official.

JAMES PAULIS’ LITTLE DAUGH- 
TER’S WOUNDS FATAL. 


FOUND HURT IN STABLE YARD. 


She Told Her Father Before She Died 
That a Horse Had Kicked 
Her. 


Dorothy Parks, aged 2, daughter of 
James Parks of 725 Aubert avenue, died 
Thureday night at the Missouri Bapsist 
Sanitarium from injurles received during 
the afternoon in some manner not yet ex- 
plained. 

The child was found about 6 o’clock tn 
the feed yard adjoining Charles soni & 
livery stable, 728 North King's highway, Dy 
Joseph Edwards, a negro, employed at the 
stable.

Two horses were in the ward, tied close 
to the fence, and the child's father be- 
lieves she wus kicked by one of the animals. 

The attaches of the livery stable say that 
the girl could have fallen down an em- 
bankment between the back yard of her 
home and the stable yard. 


Teamster Called 
tAtention to Child. 

Edwards says he was told by a passing 
teamster that a child had been hurt in the 
feed yards. On going to the stable yard he 
met the little girl, whom he recognized as 
Mr. Parks’ child, walking toward him. She 
was bleeding at the mouth. He carried her 
to her home. 

The feed yards is about 40 feet wide, 
and is enclosed by a fence except at the 
south, where the stable wall bounds it. 
The two horses in the yard are tightly 
tethered to the fence. 

Mr: Parks’ says that the child told him 
shortly before she died that she had been 
kicked by the horse. 

The physicians at the sanitarium pro- 
nounced the child's death due to internal 
wounds of the abdomen. 

“The little girl came home with her moth- 
er about 4 o’clock,’’ said Mr. Parks, “and 
wanted to play in the yard. We ler her go 
out and heard no more from her. We were 
just going out to look for her when the 
negro brought her to the house.’

SUFFERED LOSSES

AFTER RALLYING ON DAMAGE 
REPORTS, WHEAT DECLINED. 


FOREIGN MARKETS WERE WEAK. 


Modern Miller and Statistican Snow 
Bullish on Wheat—Grain Move- 
ment Light. 


Though there were plenty of damage re- 
ports from Kansas and other Western 
states, wheat sold off during the day. There 
was a good cash demand, but the futures 
were neglected and the market closed with

“Moisture Is lacking over the largest 
part of the winter wheat territory,” says 
the Modern Miller. ‘’The only rains of con- 
sequence during the week have been in the 
Southwest. Reports of damage and de- 
‘terioration in the condition of the plant 
are increasing. Thé general condition of 
the crop is less favorable, The increase in 
the acreage should, however, offset the loss 
by damag2 up to the present time. Insect 
life has appeared, but no damage indicated 
therefrom as yet. Thera is little winter 


wheat moving.’”’ 

Snow's weekly report says winter | rain- 
fall averaged only between 60 and 0 per 
cent of normal over the winter wheat ter- 
ritory, and this deficiency has been followed 
by less than normal moisture in every sec~- 
tion, from March 1 to date. Little growing 
weather has been experienced as yet, and 
the wheat conditions continue problemati- 
cal, with some evidence of plant deteriora- 
tion during the past two weeks. | The

UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


TOBACCO TRUST CANNOT BE 
BARRED IN MISSOURI. 


JUDGE BUTLER SO FINDS. 


Immunity of Insurance Companies 
Makes the Whole Act Nugatory 
and Violative of Equality. 


“The anti-trust law of Missouri is un- 
reasonable, oppressive, unconstitutional and 


void.”’ 


That is the finding of Judge John P, But-- 


ler. He was appointed by the Supreme 
Court in July, 1900, as referee and special 
commissioner to investigate the affairs of 
the Continental Tobacco Co. 

This company. organized under the laws 
of New Jersey, had a capital stock of $75,- 
000,000 and coming to Missouri and getting 
a permit from the secretary of state, began 
to do business, thereby absorbing the vari- 
ous independent tobacco companies of St. 


Louis and of the state. 

The J. G. Butler, the American, the Drum- 
mond, the Brown Bros. of St. Louis and the 
Wright Bros. of St. Charies were among the 
absorbed. 

As the suit was filed only 40 days after 
the purchase of the American by the Con- 
tinental, the referee was unabie, he said, 
to judge from what happened in that time 
of what would ultimately happen as a re- 
sult of the swallowing up of the indepen- 
dent concerns and wiping out of business 
altogether of the St. Charles tndependent 
factory. But as the price of plug tobacco 
decreased and the use of revenue stamps 
increased, there could have been no injury 
to the consumer or to the volume of bus! 
ness, the referee thinks, whatever there 
may have been to the grower of tobacco, 
he was not involved In the evidence. 

No cause of action existed when the suit 
was brought, the referee finds, and holds 
as a matter of law, that the grant of im- 
munity to insurance companies as con- 
tained in the proviso of section 1 of the 
act of 1897 (the anti-trust renders the 
whole act nugatory and violative of the 
constitution of this state and of the United 
States.
